It is a peculiar thim? that, upon 
the very day The Hatchet ap- 
jieared with the heading, ‘^Foot- 
ball Prospects Bright, it was 
found necessary to call a mass- 
meeting to secure material. But 
,The Hatchet disclaims all respon- 
sibility. The day it went to press 
our prospects were bright. Twen- 
• ty-five men, not many, it is true, 
but enough to begin on, had re- 
ported with evident intentions of 
appearing regularly. Since then, 
however, matters have taken a de- 
cided turn for the worse. Not 
only have a large number of new 
men demonstrated that stamina is 
not their main virtue, but several 
old players, veterans, men who 
have represented this University 
on the gridiron time and again, 
have' seen fit to take French leave, 
with no word of warning or ex- 
cuse to the captain. With barely 
eleven men out, things were at 
such a state that the mass meeting, 
suggested by The Hatchet was 
called Thursday evening, but for 
a far different purpose. Instead 
of being gathered together to 
elect cheer leaders, the students 
were summoned in order to get a 
team to cheer for ! 

About 100 men were in attend- 
ance, when Mr. E. P. Gates, presi- 
dent of the Athletic Association, 
called the meeting to order. Man- 
ager Ball spoke first, and was fol- 
lowed by Dean Phillips, Graduate 
Manager Dr. E. C. Wilson, Prof. 
Earnest, Dean Veditz and Coach 
Neilson. All these gentlemen 
spoke frankly, and to the point. 
Dr. Phillips said that the faculty

The formal opening of the Di- 
vision of Education took place 
Thursday, October 3, in Univer- 
sity Hall. .A number of promi- 
nent educators of both local and 
national reputation occupied seats 
on the platform. Among these 
were I)r. Brown, U. S. Commis- 
sioner- of Education ; - Dr. Chan- 
cellor,- Superintendent' of Public 
Instruction in the District of Co- 
lunibiip and Doctors Meyers and 
Small, both of whom are princi- 
pal^ <>f local high schools. Pro- 
fessor Uoilgh. in charge of the 
Divisyili of Education, presided 
at the. meeting and introduced the 
speakers. President Needham 
and Dean Wilbur made short 
speeches, after which Dr. Chan- 
cellor gave the first of a series of 
lectures on school administration 
'hand educational theory. 

President Needham was first 
introduced and made the address 
of welcome. He stated that it 
has been a long-cherished idea of 
bis to have a teachers’ college; 
that, for this reason teachers’ 
courses had been given under the 
college administration and that 
these had finally culminated . in 
the Division of Education. He 
expressed the hope that in the 
near future the University would 
be able to organize a teachers' 
college upon an inde|iendent 
financial basis. 

Dean Wilbur, of Columbian 
College, was. the second speaker. 
HOTEL AND COLLEGE SUPPLIES' He pointed out that there are two 

fields of activity, the material and 
(lie -spiritual, to the latter of 
which education belongs. Heex- 
presfced bis -pleasure at having 
had many teachers take his 
courses under the old arrange- 
ment' and regretted that under the 
new arrangements, which, how- 
ever. he. said were better -for the 
teacher, h.e .would not have them 
under his supervision. .* . • 

Dr. Chancellor then, delivered 
his initial lecture, -slaking as his 
partjcular theme the influence of 
tradition* upon school methods. 
He stated that a slavish adher- 
ence to tradition \vas not in ac- 
cordance with modern views of 
educational progress, but that a 
proper discrimination between 
what is good and bad in tradition 
and the appropriation of only the 
good were essentials of the mod- 
ern method. Perhaps the portion 
of his lecture most interesting to 
the general student body was his 
reference to the last National Ed- 
ucational Institution at which, he 
stated, it had been voted to en- 
courage a national university 
which would be The George 
Washington University.
